FURNISHED THEME FOR SERMON 
BY REV. GRANT A. ROBBINS, 
FORMER SEDALIAN. 


MADE PLEAFORTHE UNEMPLOYED 


There Are, of Course, Those Who 
Would Not Work Under Any Con­ 
dition, but the Great Mass 
Seek Employment 


A serm on preached in 
St. Louis 
Sunday by Dr. G rant A. Robbins, a 
form er pastor of the F irst M ethodist 
Episcopal church 
of 
Sedalia, 
was 
w ritten of as follows 
in 
Monday's 
Globe-Democrat. 
Rev. Dr. G rant A. Robbins, pastor 
of Union M ethodist Episcopal church, 
preached a serm on yesterday m orning 
on “ Brotherhood in the P resen t Age, ’ 
as applied to the local situation of 
men out of work and in want. 
He 
declared his advocacy of some sort of 
system by which hungry m en could 
be fed and clothed, when w arehouses 
exist containing grain and m anufac­ 
tured garm ents. 
The text was, “W hoso 
hath 
the 
world's goods and seeth his brother 
hath need, but sh u tte th up his com ­ 
passion against him, how abideth the 
love of God in him .” 
Dr. Robbins took up the Jew ish 
teaching of th e fundam ental idea that 
those who have possessions should 
provide for the poor. 
Many passages 
of Scripture were 
quoted, 
showing 
the custom of the poor going into the 
cornfield and getting w hat they w ant­ 
ed to eat, and into the vineyard for 
the 
rem ains 
of 
the 
crop. 
Jesu s’ 
teaching, “Thou shalt love thy neigh­ 
bor as thyself,” was given as elima- 
tis, this being quoted by Paul and by 
Jam es as “the royal law.” 
“ Between 65,000 and 70,000 people 
are out of em ploym ent, I am told by 
the Federation of L abor in St. L o u is/5 
said Dr. Robbins. 
“T here are some 
who would not work under any con­ 
dition, but the great m ass of them 
w ant to w ork and are entitled to do 
so, in order to m aintain th e ir self­ 
respect. 
No system has a right to 
dem and th a t these m en and women 
be w ithout em ploym ent, w hen they 
w ant to work. 
“ C ertain factories in St. Louis are 
running simply with a view in these 
tim es of keeping m en and women em ­ 
ployed . In Dr. C lakins’ recent book 
he tells lls th a t in India th ere were 
millions of bushels of w heat stored 
while 
people 
w ere 
starving, 
and 
w heat was even exported when the 
natives were starving. 
This is hea 
thenish. 
“ In St. Louis last M onday there 
were stored 3,416,000 bushels of wheat. 
People also need shoes. 
T h ere is 
plenty of food and clothing stored, 
and yet the people are hungry and 
cold. 
W hat is needed is for th e city 
to arran g e some w ay th a t th ese peo­ 
ple m ay retain th eir self-respect and 
work for th e things they need. 
You 
may say, ‘T hat is paternalism ; that 
is socialism .’ 
Well, m ake th e most 
of it: it is C hristianity.” 
“Jesu s said, ‘The people need not 
go aw ay; give them to eat.’ 
It was 
Je su s’ an sw er to the short-highted- 
ness of the world th a t th e people are 
entitled to bread. 
“ T here is no way at all w here any 
m an out of em ploym ent can work for 
the state unless he com mits a crime. 
T hat is a pathetic situation.” 
Speaking of the difficulty th a t the 
Provident association has in m eeting 
th e situation, Dr. Robbins said that 
the churches should be credited with 
all th a t they are doing through their 
rich men who have already contrib­ 
uted, th u s m aking th e actual total of 
gifts by church people far more than 
the $15,000 now asked for.

j currence at intervals. Two years ago 
several hundred horses were lost in 
Pettis county, and ran up into thou­ 
sands in the state. So far the cases 
reported to me are confined to the 
north part of the county. 
Usually the first 
symptoms 
you 
see of the disease the animal will run 
against an object that it should have 
seen. 
They are inclined to go in a 
circle and cannot turn but one way. 
Sometimes they are blind in one eye, 
and at others in both. 
They gradu­ 
ally grow worse until they get clowm 
and soon die. 
They will eat until 
they are within a few hours of death, 
as a usual thing, and this is why it 
is so often overlooked in its first 
stages. 
It is a very unsatisfactory disease 
to treat. My experience is that about 
90 per cent of 
them die. So it is 
better to prevent it if possible. Feed 
hay and select the corn very care­ 
fully, or shell what corn you feed. 
Feed your stalks or fodder to cattle. 
It rarely affects cattle unless they 
get a large dose. I think likely their 
immunity to the poison is due to their 
digestive process being different from 
the horse, enabling their food to be 
soaked ilLProuShly and re-chewed be­ 
fore it goes into the true digestive 
organs. 
I have seen a few instances, 
though, where cattle were killed by 
the poison.

tures accompanied those of the dead 
bandit also was identified as the .wo­ 
m an who went into the Goldman shop 
the afternoon of the robbery, viewed 
the layout of the store, and later as­ 
sisted in the robbery itself.

A central heating plant, formerly 
the 
factory 
power house, furnishes 
steam heat and hot watei for all the 
buildings.

with hot ami cold showers at conven­ 
ient points about the cain.]). 
The men have shown considerable 
interest in decorating their 
rooms. 
Some of the w'ards, containing from 
four to ten men, are decorated in al­ 
leged imitation 
of 
familiar hotels, 
ships or streets. 
Signboards, painted 
with more or less elaboration, direct iI 
the visitor to “Villa Emden”—an imi­ 
tation of the famous German cruiser, 
‘IStadt 
Hamburg,” “ Cnfer den Un- 
den,” and “Windsor Castle.” 
Each man is provided with three 
blankets and a m attress for his bunk. 
There are a fewr “day rooms,” fitted 
up for lounging and for indoor games 
-meh 
as 
checkers, dominoes, chess 
and cards. 
No gambling is Allowed. 
Tile 
hospital 
contains 
provisions 
for twenty-five patients, anti is a m p l y 
(quipped with (medical and surgical 
appliances. 
A resident medical 
of­ 
ficer is in charge, with two sanitary 
officers who continually inspect all 
parts of the camp. 
Every new pris­ 
oner is submitted to a rigid examina­ 
tion. and tile medical officer keeps 
regular office hours, 
during 
which 
any resident may consult him without 
charge. 
Every man whom he sees 
is given a card on which are entered 
his name, the nature of his complaint, 
and the prescribed treatment. 
Cases 
of severe illness are sent to civil hos­ 
pitals in London. 
The general health 
of the camp has been excellent. 
The camp postoffice handles about 
2,500 outgoing letters each week, and 
a rather larger amount of incoming 
mail. 
All letters are real by censors, 
and outgoing mail is limited to two 
letters a man per week 
No letter 
may be longer than can be written on 
tw'o sides of an ordinary 
sheet 
of 
notepaper. 
The censorship of incom­ 
ing mail has caused annoying delays; 
letters from Germany are often in a 
handwriting 
difficult 
to 
decipher. 
Letters from the United States are 
more satisfactory, a large proportion 
of them are in typewriting and many 
are 
of 
purely 
business 
character. 
Nothing relating to the war passes 
the censors. 
There 
is 
a 
camp library, from 
which residents may borrow' books 
of varied character. 
Newspapers are 
forbidden in all the camps. Facilities 
are given by the postoffice for the 
receipt of money, and all sums are 
accounted for and paid out as the 
prisoner directs. 
Prisoners who have 
money 
can 
take full advantage of the “canteen,” 
where special tariff lists for pur­ 
chases of all kinds are posted. 
Much of the routine work of gov­ 
erning the camps is done by the pris­ 
oners themselves. 
There is a head 
captain for each “block,” a captain 
for each “bay,” and the various bays 
are again broken up into messes, un­ 
der charge of petty officers. All these 
officers are chosen by vote of the 
men themselves. 
The captains and 
head captains hold stated meetings 
at which they consider and adopt 
regulations for the conduct of camp 
affairs. 
The commandant and his adjutant 
have office hours during which they 
may be seen on any m atters which 
the captains wish to bring to their 
attention. 
Any prisoner is privileged 
to appeal for the remedy of griev­ 
ances.

tells of the death of a French avia­ 


tor who was brought down 
by Ger­ 
man gunners.

relight down by our guns,” he said. 
The French fliers 
had been grow­ 
ing 
older and 
bolder, 
especially in 
reconnoitering behind our front, and 
so we concealed a 
half 
battery of 
howitzers in a village about four miles 
ti. the rear in order to teach them a 
’c:; son. Things happened as we ex­ 
pected. By 8 o’clock in the morning 
there came 
an 
aeroplane, 
sailing 
along with the greatest assurance in 
the world. 
The guns at. the front 
were not perm uted to fire, and after 
passing them 
the 
aviator, thinking 
ail danger past, kept 
coming lower 
and lower, reaching finally a level of 
alo u t 1,000 feet. Not suspecting 
he 
would encounter German artillery so 
[far to the rear he came within easy 
shooting distance for our gunners in 
the village. 
“Suddenly tw’o shots 
were heard 
and two little white clouds were ob­ 
served in the air not far from 
the 
aeroplane. The aviator remained vir­ 
tually at the same spot until he wras 
almost enveloped by 
the 
next two 
cloudlets. O re shot exploded just in 
trout of him, the other 
just behind 
him. Our men had gotten their range 
very quickly. 
Then 
followed 
two 
more shots, one a little to the right, 
the other just to the left. As seen 
through my field 
glasses 
the aero­ 
plane seemed to waver, as if it had 
teen damaged. It did 
not seem to 
obey its steering gear, for it could 
not get away from the spot. 
“The next two shots 
fired 
almost 
simultaneously settled its fate. 
The 
first one cut 
off 
a wing smoothly. 
The other was a square hit and the 
apparatus w’as scattered to the four 
winds. I have not seen such a beau­ 
tiful shot in the whole war. The gun 
f iK.Inter who fired it had already dis­ 
tinguished himself on 
several occa­ 
sions, and he won the iron cross with 
today’s achievement. 
The fragments 
of this aeroplane were picked up af­ 
terward from a wide reach of ground, 
but of the aviator only 
a 
few’ bits 
were found. 
“Yesterday,” tho 
letter continued, 
“ we set up some hoards in an aban­ 
doned position 
to 
resemble a gun 
shield. Then we sawed off some logs 
and painted them to look like cannon 
muzzles when placed in position be­ 
tween the boards. Today the French 
peppered away at this supposed bat­ 
tery and fired 172 shots before their 
aviators could tell 
them 
that they 
had been duped.”
